Manila, Dec. 31 (AP)—Greatly-outnumbered American and Filipino forces 


north and south of Manila "are being pushed back" by hordes of Japanese in- 
fantry, tanks and dive bombers, General Douglas MacArthur acknowledged 
today. 


(Reuters reported in a dispatch from Shanghai that the Japanese are only 


six and one-fourth miles from Manila and a Domei, Japanese news agency, dis- 
patch also from Shanghai said the invaders driving from the southeast were 
within 20 miles of Manila.) 


General MacArthur also announced that a dramatic attempt was made to 


evacuate 300 seriously wounded Americans from Luzon island on a ship flying 
the United States and Red Cross flags. There were no further details.

AIR WARDEN

30 Minutes From City; 
Jap Planes Control Air

Manila, Dec. MI (A P )— Greatly-outnumbered American and Filipino forces 
north and south of Manila “are being pushed back” by hordes of Japanese in­ 
fantry, tanks and dive bombers, General Douglas MacArthur acknowledged 
today. 
(Reuters reported in a dispatch from Shanghai that the Japanese are only 
six and one-fourth miles from Manila and a Domei, Japanese news agency, dis­ 
patch also from Shanghai said the invaders driving from the southeast were 
within 20 miles of Manila.) 
General MacArthur also announced that a dramatic attempt was made to 
evacuate 800 seriously wounded Americans from Luzon island on a ship flying 
the United States and Red Cross flags. 
There were no further details. 
30 Minutes from City 
The southern battle line was only 30 minutes from the capital by automo­ 
bile early today. An Associated Press staff reporter, Clark Lee, made a trip to 
that front and back this morning in an hour. 
(Censorship apparently kept him from filing details of his trip.) 
(The ominous tone of General Mac Arthur’s morning communique and the 
fact that the Japanese were within 30 minutes driving range of Manila indicated 
that perhaps the fall of the open and defenseless capital was imminent.) 
General MacArthur’» field headquarters communique declared the Japanese 
dive bombers practically controlled the /oads from the air. 
Yanks Are Pushed Back 
General M acArthur’» terse communique, issued at ll a. rn. (9 p. rn. EST

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Colleges Urged To Expand Athletic Program To Improve Fitness Of Youth 


MASS ATHLETIC 


PROGRAM URGED 
IS ADVOCATED 


Delfoit, Dec. 31 (AP)—The great- 


est miuK athletic program in Amer- 
ican college history was launched 
today in the interest of physical fit- 
n</js and wartime morale. 


The intensive program was de- 


manded of the nation's football 
coaches and athletic leaders by El- 
wood A. Geiges of Philadelphia, 
newly appointed executive to John 
B. Kelly, United States director of 
Physical Fitness. 


Geiges jolted the athletic leaders 


into action by declaring that the 
physical condition of the nation's 
men was deplorable; that 50 per 
cent of those examined for military 
service could not be accepted be- 
cause of their subnormal condition, 
and that it was time the colleges 
and universities realized the im- 
portance of-^eofflptflsory-eofflpetitive 
and non-competitive activities." 


Physical Defects 


"Unless the deplorable physical 


defects are corrected," Geiges warn- 
ed, "our military and naval forces 
will be unnecessarily hampered in 
the creation of an efficient fighting 
machine " 


Geiges' demand was for compul- 


sory physical education and ath- 
letics for all students so they would 
be prepared for the rigors of mili- 
tary duty, when and if called. 


Geiges carried his demand to the 


college physical education associa- 
tion, which is meeting here concur- 
rently with the National Collegiate 
Athletics association and the Amer- 
ican Football Coaches' association. 
His plans call for expansion rather 
than abridgement of college ath- 
letics. 


In response, the athletic leaders— 


who came to Detroit with a war- 
time question program, of "what will 
the government expect us to do?"— 
pledged whole-heartedly to plunge 
immediately into an expansion of 
athletics and physical education, 
with emphasis on mass participa- 
tion rather than spectator interest.

FOR WAR WORK 


Washington, Dec. 31 (AP)—Con- 


gressional leaders agreed enthusias- 
tically today to President Roose- 
velt's program for channeling half 
the national income into the war 
effort in the next fiscal year. 


Democrats and Republicans alike

THINGS THAT NEVEtt HAPPEN 


1 start this talk and give It to Its 


text from a single sentence that I 
came across in my reading. They 
are the words of Wilson Follett. Said 
he: "All existence is given its color 
by things that never happen!" 


At first thought this statement 


sounds a little untrue and pessi- 
mistic, but the longer you ponder 
over it, the more striking in truth it 
becomes. How colored in darkened 
hues, and how shrunken we become 
in -mind and faith, by the carrying 
of worries about things that never 
happen—and by many that could 
not possibly ever happen! 


There is within the inner shrine of 


every human being. I believe, a 
lighted flame. Never mind whether 
it is a big or little flame. The burn- 
Ing of it is the essential tiling. That 
flame burns not alone for the one 
who owns it as his own, but for some 
portion—and perhaps for all—of hu- 
manity itself. Otherwise we would 
be one mass of individualities—poor 
and distraught indeed. 


It is this very burning flame—call 


it faith, enthusiasm, self-belief, or 
the very tongue of God. It's there. 
We are guided by it in our thoughts 
and actsr-And when darkness-gath- 
ers about us we are impelled to add 
fuel to that flame that it may warm 
every fibre of our being. 


The reason why Dickens is still 


read with enthusiasm and relish is 
that he gave laughter to his most 
sordid characters. Or, perhaps a 
philosophy which they themselves 
could not realize. Like the jovial 
Micawber, who was forever waiting 
for something to turn up—and if it 
didn't it was all right with him. 
That isn't to say, however, that he 
wouldn't have left a better impres- 
sion on the world had he dug some- 
thing up—without waiting! 


Things that never happen leave 


their toll of lost strength of mind, 
body and of spirit. The best philos- 
ophy of Me, it seems to me, is to do 
the best one knows, now and today, 
preparing oneself in poise of mind 
and optimistic outlook to take things 
as they come—ready and without 
complaint.

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1941 Pennsylvania Farm Crops Valued At $5,356,000; Big Increase Over 1940 
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DECREASE (N 
ACREAGE BUT 
REVENUE RISES 


Harrisburg, Dec. 31 (AP)—Despite 


slighUy decreased acreage, the value 
of 1941 Pennsylvania commercial 
truck crops for market—excluding 
—strawberries—is estimated at $5,- 
356,000, 38 per cent above the $3,- 
888,000 the previous year. 


Tills report came today from the 


federal-state crop reporting service 
which set acreage of the crops at 
24,640 acres, a drop of about one- 
half of one per cent from the 24,- 
770 acres in 1940. 


The strawberry crop, grown on 


5,000 acres, was much less than a 
year ago but was valued at $1,120,- 
000. This compares with $1,225,000 
for the 1940 crop gror/n on 4,900 
acres. 


f airfield 


Acreages of asparagus, snap beans. 


beets and onions were the tame as 
last year with increased plantings 
of lettuce, spinach and tomatoes 
not quite large enough to offset the 
decreased acreages planted to cab- 
bage, carrots and celery. 


Lack of Rain 


The 1941 production estimates for 


the asparagus, snap bean, beet, 
domestic cabbage, carrots, celery and 
late spinach crops were below those 
of a year ago as these crops suf- 
fered considerably from the lack 
of adequate moisture and dry, hot 
weather which occurred during most 
of the growing season. 


Despite the decrease in acreage 


of both types of cabbage, yields per 
acre were above average and high- 
er than 1940 due to better moisture 
conditions over the central and 
western parts of the state. 


The dry weather in the southeast 


was favorable for harvest of the 
tomato crop and the average yield 
per acre was the highest obtained 
since 1932. The 1941 celery crop 
was much below the 10-year average 
and the yield per acre the lowest 
since 1935.

This is only 59 bushels less than the 
highest year since certification was 
started. 


There were 1,599 acres of potatoes 


entered this year for certification 
compared with 1,824 acres last year 
when the total potato crop amount- 
ed to 900,000 bushels more than in 
1941. The russet is still the leading 
variety certified, 
totaling 
122,503 


bushels. It is estimated approxi- 
mately 2,700.000 bushels of potatoes 
are planted each year in the state. 


State Farm Show 


Entries of live stock for exhibition 


at the Pennsylvania farm show to 
be held in Harrisburg on January 
19-23, total 1,319. not including the 
4-H sheep entries which have not 
yet been compiled. Agriculture Sec- 
retary John H. Light reports. The 
figure represents a slight increase 
over entries in the 1941 show.

Harrisburg, Dec. 31 (AP)—Despite 
slightly decreased acreage, the value

1941 Pennsylvania commercial 
truck crops for m arket—excluding 
strawberries—is estimated at $5,- 
356,000. 38 per cent above the $3,- 
888.000 the previous year. 
Tills report came today from the 
federal-state crop retorting service 
which set acreage of the crops at 
34,640 acres, a drop of about one- 
half of one per cent from the 24.- 
770 acres in 1940. 
'Hie strawberry nop, grown on

of adequate moisture and dry, hot 
weather which occurred during mast 
of the growing season. 
Despite the decrease Iii acreage 
of both types of cabbage, yields per 
acre were above average and high­ 
er than 1940 due to better moisture 
conditions over the central 
and 
western parts of the state. 
The dry weather In tile southeast 
was favorable for harvest of the 
tomato crop and the average yield 
per acre was the highest obtained 
since 1932. Tile 1941 celery crop 
was much below the 10-year average 
and the yield per acre the lowest 
since 1935.
